Westminster  was  horn  aiiDil  much  confusion  aiul  not  without  travail, 
ol  reaction  anti  expansion,  national  and  educational. 

Covered  wagons  rumbled  in  an  entiiess  line  across  tlie  mid-weslern  plains,  newspapers 
sprouteti  in  profusion;  hordes  lied  from  the  politic.il  unrest  of  [;urope  and  swept  into  the 
aiiolescent  countr\  :  the  inelfectual  l  illmore  was  president:  L')hlt'  iniii'i  Cahiii  was  the  best 
seller;  sectional  eliscord  culminated  in  the  repeal  of  the  Missouri  Compromise 

'I  he  school  began  its  struggle  for  existence  under  the  maternal  e\'e  of  the  .-\ssociate 
church.  Duncan  Forbes,  a  rugged  Scotsman,  conceived  the  idea  in  IS4').  Two  vears  later,  in 
presbyterial  conference.  Edward  McHlree  moved  for  the  establishment  of  a  college.  The 
minutes  of  the  conference  record  that  the  conference  was  conv  ulsed  with  laughter. 

Having  had  their  fun,  however,  the  committeemen  voted  Lina;iimouslv'  to  inaugurate  the 
Westminster  Collegiate  Institute  for  the  "mental  and  mor^d  training  of  the  vouth  of  both 
sexes,  affording  instruction  in  the  arts  and  sciences,  ami  the  promoii()n  of  the  pure  principles 
of  Protestant  Christianitv." 

.Among  colleges  in  the  Uniteil  States,  Westminster  was  ihirti  to  admit  women  students  in 
a  collegiate  ec]ualitv  with  men.    ()berlin  maile  the  innovation  in   IS?i  Lombard  L'niversilv 
lowing  in  IS3 1 . 

New  Bedfonl,  Slipperv  Kixk  and  New  Wilmington  contested  for  the  site  of  the 
New  Wilmington  getting  the  decision.    Since  1852  the  history  of  New  Wilmington  has  been 
that  of  Westminster, 
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Onu  luiiulruti  t-ighteen  acres  of  laml  were  purchased,  five  acres  being  reserved  for  the 
cam[His.  Waiting  for  the  comiiietion  of  a  gaunt  frame  structure,  the  predecessor  of  Ok!  Mam. 
the  trustees  erected  a  dwelling.  In  this  house  and  in  both  the  .\ssociate  and  .Xssociate  Reforni- 
eil  churches  the  first  classes  were  heki. 

in  ISSS  the  new  building  was  completed  at  a  cost  of  six  thousand  tiollars.  It  was  a 
pathetic  thing,  and  its  brief  existence  was  pathetic.  There  were  three  stories  and  no  base- 
ment to  the  structure 

"Sixls-  feet  b\  eighl\'  feet  and  larger  if  it  can  be  made  for  the  nionev:  lower  storv  all  in 
the  chapel,  except  the  lobb>  ;  second  slorv  di\ided  into  four  or  fi\e  rooms  with  convenient 
ante-chambers  for  the  use  of  the  professors;  third  '.tor\'  to  he  left  with  the  committee  with 
the  faculty  as  to  its  division."  the  specifications  reail. 

Six  \ears  later  the  building  burned  to  the  ground.  It  was  an  agonizing  moment.  The 
college  had  begun  with  the  slenderest  of  resources,  and  sLich  a  blow  in  its  infanc\'  might  well 
ha\e  [iroved  fatal 

llo\\e\er.  the  facults.  sludenls  and  townspeople  bra\el\"  lacei.!  the  necessit\  ot  begnming 
all  o\er  agani.  and  withm  a  month  plans  had  been  made  aiul  a  contract  let  lor  the  erection  of 
Okl  .\lani.    In  Se[>lember.  1S()2,  ii  was  completed. 

Originally,  there  was  no  corridor  on  the  lirst  lloor.  the  six  recitation  rooms,  two  apparatus 
rooms  and  geological  museum  o|iening  on  the  oiitsiiie.  The  second  lloor  was  intended  for  a 
chaju'l.  reai-ling  room  antl  two  society  rooms,  and  the  third  for  a  g\mnasium.  two  society 
rooms  .md  a  librarw  Several  alterations  wxre  subsec|uentl\'  maile,  notably  in  ISH4  when  first 
floor  corridors  ami  a  central  staircase  were  introduceLi.  aiitl  in  1S07.  when  an  addition  of 
twent\-four  feel  was  iiKule  at  the  east  end, 

I  he  (|uaint  old  W  estminster  custom  ol  circLilatmg  petitions  began  in  ISS?,  when  the  trustees 
elected  James  Patterson,  of  .\orthlield.  ()hio.  president,  13r  Patterson  vsas  a  graduate  of 
Jelferson  college, 

l  or  reasons  a  little  vague,  the  students  did  not  rejoice  at  the  news,  and  at  once  presented 
a  [K'tition  to  the  committee,  signed  bv  townspeople  as  well  as  students,  that  it  reconsider  its 
action, 

I  he  trustees  were  courteous  but  adamant,  and  m  September.  I8t4.  the  first  president  was 
inaugurated  lie  resigned  his  post  twelve  vears  Liter,  Ur.  Robert  Gracev  lerguscm  in  his 
Harly  llislary  el  W'l'sl iiiiiisUt  (^ollci^c,  said  "there  were  reasons  deemed  imperative"  for  this 
resignati(ni 

Tlien  lollowed  m  an  ailmmist  rativ  e  capacitv  Robert  ,\udlev  Brow  ne  (  1S()7-1S71I).  Idiakim 
■|  upper  .letters  (  I.S72-IS,S^ ),  John  l\,  .McClurkin  (1.SSMNS4I.  R()berl  C.racey  Perguson  (1SH4- 
1')(|()).  Robert  .McW  attv  Russull  i  l')(l()-l''h ),  and  W,  Charles  W  allace,  the  present  incumbent. 

1  hree  eras  in  Westminster's  historv  mav  be  distinguished.  In  the  first,  the  sapling  was 
|ilanted:  the  secoiul  was  a  perioil  of  cultivation  under  the  gentle  hand  i>f  an  artist;  the  third 
;md  present  era  is  one  of  growth,  with  the  tree  stretching  its  limbs,  pleading  for  room  m  which 
to  expand 

The  late  l)r  Robert  (Iracev  l  erguson  came  from  the  pastorate  of  the  Pirst  L  nited 
Presbvterian  church  of  lUitler  to  Westnfiiisler  in  1SS4,  lie  was  then  fortv-two  years  of  age. 
and  fr(}m  that  time  until  his  de.itli  in  November.  P'Jd.  his  name  .md  that  of  Westminster  were 
almost  svnonvmous. 

Over  a  thousanti  voung  people  c.ime  iintler  his  mell;>vving  mlluence  eluring  the  thirtv  years 
in  which  he  was  actively  associated  with  the  college,  ".\s  president."  one  .ilumiuis  wrote  at 
Ins  death,  "he  built  for  eternitv.  and  not  until  then  can  his  mlluence  on  the  lives  of  his  stiklents 
be  justlv  measured," 

( )kl  .M.iin  was  augmented  with  two  .uldition.il  bLnklmgs  during  l)r  l  erguson's  genial 
regime;  the  Hillside  in  ISS4.  and  Science  hall  in  1S')4;  the  conservatory  being  erected  in  1908, 
and  the  gvnmasium  in  l''2P 

Westminster's  academic  growth  has  far  outstripped  the  growth  in  sLich  material  things  as 
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(.■iKliiwnient.  huikliiifis  and  ci|iii|)iiH'nt  In  1.SS4,  iherc  \va>  a  teaching;  slalt  c>l  scvfii;  ni  l")27. 
the  lacult\-  luimlu'rs  if  Soon  allLT  coninif;  to  W  cslnnnslcr.  I)i  W  allace  re-orfiani/ed  the 
lacultx-.  and  at  |ite>ent  the  school's  academic  standing  is  excelled  by  few  eastern  colleges 

Westminster  has  been  gi\'en  t'lroup  A  rating  by  the  American  Association  ol  Colleges  and 
L'niversities — an  association  into  which  hut  twelve  PennsyKania  institutions  have  been  ad- 
mitted. In  addition.  W  estminster  is  one  of  eight  Pennsx  h  ania  colleges  with  membership  in 
the  American  Association  ol  f  iii\ersit\  Women 

During  the  three-i|uarters  <>l  a  centur\-  m  whicii  Westmmslei'  has  existed,  the  men  of  the 
school  have  been  called  to  three  wars:  the  (",i\il,  Spanish-American,  aiiil  Wmld  wars. 
The  period  between  ISdl  and  1S()t  found  the  studeni  hod\'  so  depletetl  of  its  men  that  the 
college  almost  thsbanded.  I  here  were  se\ ent\-eight  akimni  in  government  serv  ice  during  the 
World  war.  and  mnetv-six  undergraduates,  exclusive  of  the  Student  .Armv  Training  (^orps 
organization.    Of  these  numbers  nine  died  while  in  service  or  were  killed  in  .ictmn 

Too  often  a  school  is  known  alone  bv  its  athletic  record  I  his  tendencv  is  lamentable, 
but  seeminglv  unavoidable.  W  herefore.  to  pretend  to  he  in  the  least  comprehensive,  the  his- 
torv  of  a  school  must  contain  s()me  reference  to  athletics. 

Perhaps  Westminster's  most  notable  athletic  victories  have  been,  in  football,  in  addition 
to  kri-State  Conference  games,  defeats  of  Carnegie  I  ech  and  of  Washington  ami  Jelferson 
(Carnegie  T  ech  has  been  defeated  three  times,  and  W  ashington  and  Jetterson  once 

In  basketball,  there  have  been  victories  especiallv  over  I^rinceton.  Tech.  Pitt  and  llaver- 
ford     In  l'*(l()  Westminster  defeated  Pitt  with  the  appalling  score  of  l(Ki-M, 

That  Is  theglorv.  perhaps,  tli.it  was  Westminster's.  In  recent  vears.  defeats  have  been 
more  numerous  than  victories,  but  with  a  re-organi/ation  of  the  coaching  stalf  in  I'i2(i,  a  new 
era  in  athletics  is  expecteel. 

in  Its  seventv-live  vears  of  existence.  Westminster  has  proceeded  from  a  [u-riod  of  high 
hats  and  bustles,  through  the  crinoline  skirts  and  turtle-neck  sweaters  of  the  ''ll's,  to  the 
voluminous  trousers  and  the  brevitv  in  feminine  moiles  of  l')27.  Onlv  .\ew  Wilmington  and 
the  ,\mish  Dutch  have  remained  unchanged.

I  am  (.li^linj^iiislicil,  in  these  obsequies,  to  speak,  in  one  sense, 
indeed,  it  is  a  superfluous  thing  to  speak  of  "Our  tjranil  Old  Man!" 
He  does  not  need  the  eulogy  of  any  man!  liis  fame  is  not  enhanced, 
his  memor\'  is  not  lifted  to  an\'  new  place  of  distinction  by  an\'  man's 
word  of  praise!  It  is  not  necessary,  here,  to  recount  his  achie\enients, 
for  die\  are  in  the  memor\'  not  onl\'  of  e\er\'  one  ol  his  own  one  thous- 
and foster  children  of  the  college,  but  of  e\er\'  lo\er  of  high  and  gifte. 
men  who  likes  to  see  achievements  which  proceed  from  character,  to  see 
those  things  tlone  which  are  not  clone  with  the  selfish  purpose  of  self- 
aggrandi/ement ,  but  in  ortler  to  ser\e  an  institution,  and  pro\e  worth}' 
of  a  religion  !

.\nd  \el,  in  memorial  one  ma\'  pause  a  moment  or  two  be^ide  the 
bier  of  a  Oreal  .Man.  and,  lauglit  by  I  homas  C^arl\le,  in  "Heroes  and 
I  lero-\\  orship".  reflecl  upon  the  tin  ine  relation  which  in  all  times  unites 
a  (Iri'al  .Man  to  oilier  men:  "and  thus,  as  it  were,  not  exhaust  mv  sub- 
ject, but  so  much  as  break  ground  Lipon  it." 

"W'e  cannot  look,  howexer  imperfecllx'  upon  a  great  man.  wilhoLil 
gaining  something  b\-  him.  lie  is  the  living  light-fountain,  wliich  it  is 
good  and  pleasant  lo  be  near.  I  lie  light  which  enlightens,  which  has 
enlightened  the  darkness  of  the  world;  and  this  not  as  a  kindled  lamp 
only,  but  rather  as  a  naluial  luminar\'  shining  b\'  the  gift  of  heax  en :  a 
flowing  light-fountain,  as  I  saw  of  nati\e,  original  insight,  of  manhood 
and  heroic  nobleness,  —in  whose  radiance  all  souls  feel  that  it  is  well 
with  ihem'  ( )n  an\'  terms  whatsoever  \  ()U  will  not  grudge  to  wand.er  in 
such  neighborhootl  for  aw  hile". 

"It  was  worth  while,"  wrote  I  lenr\  Kussi'll  .Miller  in  "The  Old  Orad 
does  Back,"  "it  was  worth  while  lo  spend  four  \'ears  under  berguson: — 
gracious,  mellow.  lo\able,  he  sweetened,  inspired  and  illumined  all  he 
touched!  I  ed  b\'  Doctor  l-ergiison  lhe\'  ga\e  largelw  did  that  faithful 
band  of  the  oKI  facullx':  thew  it  seemed  to  the  old  grad.  must  ha\e  fixed 
the  character  of  W  liS  I  MINS  Tldv^a  simple,  unafTected  democracy, 
sincerilw  a  high  idealism!  The\-  made  bricks  without  straw,  but  lluw 
made  \erv  good  bricks  indeed.  .Main'  noble  lixes.  some  notable 
careers,  ha\'e  been  fashioneil  out  of  the  bricks  lhe\'  made!" 
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For  all  of  them,  and  those  of  us  "who  follow  in  their  train,"  1  riis- 
lees,  F'acLilt)'.  students,  as  interpreter,  lor  a  moment  1  would  scatter  the 
f]owers  of  appreciation  of  "The  Grand  Old  Man!" 

And  inasmuch  as  "institutions  are  but  the  len,L;thened  shadows  of  the 
great  men  who  have  made  them".  I  shall  just  limn  for  you  Westminster 
as  is  h\'  an  analysis  of  the  character  of  Robert  Gracey  Ferguson.  This 
analx  sis  is  m\  scattering  upon  his  bier  the  (lowers  of  appreciation. 

And  as  the  vase  from  which  the  scattering  is  made,  I  am  indebted  to 
John  Ruskin  for  the  suggestion  of  a  great  passage  in  "Frt)nde>  .Agre>tes". 
which  puts  it  thus;  "  1  believe  tlie  first  test  of  a  truly  great  mivi  is 
his  Lnimility.  Bv  humility  I  do  not  mean  doubt  of  his  own  power  or 
hesitation  in  speaking  his  opinions,  but  a  right  understanding  of  the 
relation  between  what  he  can  do  and  say  and  the  rest  of  the  world's 
doings  and  savings.  All  great  men  not  only  know  their  business  but 
usuallv  know  that  they  know  it.  and  are  not  only  right  in  their  main 
opinions  but  thev  usuallv  know  that  thev  are  right  in  them;  onl\'.  tl?ey 
do  not  think  much  of  themselves  on  that  account.  \  hen  comes 
F^uskin's  phrase  of  rare  insight;  "They  have  a  curious  undersense  of 
powerlessness.  feeling  that  the  greatness  is  not  in  them,  but  thru  them; 
that  they  could  not  do  or  be  anything  else  than  God  made  them;  and 
thev  see  something  divine  and  God-made  in  every  other  man  they  meet'" 
This  insight  of  John  Ruskin  authorizes  me  to  declare  it  here  that 
the  greatest  contribution  made  by  Dr.  Ferguson's  character  to  West- 
minster College  and  to  the  world  through  his  influence  upon  the  foster 
children  of  the  institution  icas  for  Robert  Gracey  Ferguson  to  be! 

When  it  comes  to  analysis  here.  "What  a  piece  of  work  is  man!" 
In  fugitive  sketching  in  my  scattering,  I  would  make  four  casts; 


Being  what  he  was.  Dr.  Ferguson  sanctified  college  lite  by 
breathing  everywhere  the  presence  of  God  as  seeking  lixes 
to  express  Him  in  the  fashioning  of  the  commonwealth;  for 
I  am  remembering  those  heroic  days  in  which  Elijah  sought 
confirmation  of  his  commission  to  his  time.  when,  lighting 
upon  a  certain  place",  he  stood  in  the  mouth  of  the  cave. 
".And.  behold.  Jehovah  passed  by,  and  a  great  and  strong 
wind  rent  the  mountains,  and  brake  in  pieces  the  rocks  be- 
fore Jehovah;  but  Jehovah  was  not  in  the  wind;  and  after 
the  wind  an  earthquake;  but  Jehovah  was  not  in  the  earth- 
c]uake:  and  after  the  earthquake  a  fire;  but  Jehoxah  was  not 
in  the  fire;  and  after  the  fire  a  still  small  voice.  And  it  was 
so.  when  Elijah  heard  it.  that  he  wrapped  his  face  in  his 
mantle,  ami  went  out.  and  st(.)od  in  the  entrance  of  the  cave." 
Everywhere,  whether  in  the  councils  of  Faculty  meeting,  or 
in  the  class-room,  or  about  the  campus,  by  "the  still  small 
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voice"  of  his  frail  presence,  this  searchin<;  of  Jehovah  for 
expression  was  personiliecl :  and  b\'  his  ii\inj4  Dr.  l  erguson 
iiKule  it  easier  for  all  of  lis  lo  belie\e  in  ihe  reaiitv  of  a  Ck)J 
who  is  l  aliierlw  s\mpathelic.  kinJ.  desirous  of  expression 
in  the  character  of  man. 

Dr.  l-erf^uson  liif^nilied  scholarship  hy  the  arlistr\  of  his 
practice  of  it.  l-\er\"  expression  of  his  thinkin<^,  whether  in 
speech  or  w  riliiif;.  disclosed  the  artist  in  scholarshiji. 
Dr.  l-erj;uson  luimani/ed  learnin,ti  by  his  fellowship  in  its 
accpiisilion.  StLidiMit  that  he  alwa\  s  was.  he  enteretl  into  the 
stLid\  in}4  of  those  in  search  lor  learnin,^  and  was  e\er  a  tel- 
ow  of  the  students  ol  the  ("ollei;e. 

W  liich  obserx  ation  uncovers  lor  m\'  casting  the  sweetest 
flower  of  all.  l  inalh,  Dr.  l-'erguson  fertilized  the  fellow- 
ships of  learniiii;  for  all  lime  by  his  native  kindliness.  And 
here  I  am  tuinin,^  a,<;ain  into  those  Scriptures  where  often  he 
hiniM'lf  ileUed  deeph  .  lor.  in  the  Rev  ision  of  Proverbs 
'■>  21.  I  read,  "  That  which  maketh  a  man  to  be  desired  is  his 
kindness".  Within  the  whole  realm  of  our  academic 
achievements,  the  superior  ol  Kobert  Gracev  l  erguson  has 
not  vet  been  eliscovered  in  tiie  practice  of  native  kindli- 
ness, which  enabled  liim,  m  Kuskin's  words,  "to  see  some- 


thing divine  and  ("lod-made  m  everv  other  man  met",

['rime  among  the  requirements  for  membership  in  an  associa- 
iKin  ol  colleges  of  high  standing  is  a  faculty  whose  scholarship  is 
as  good  as  that  in  the  best  institutions  of  the  counlr\.  West- 
minster has  attained  its  high  standing  because  of  the  calibre  of 
the  men  and  women  w  ho  make  up  the  facultx . 

Sabbatical  leave  of  absence  and  the  a\ ailabilil\'  of  summer 
school  courses  ha\e  been  used  bv  members  oi  the  faculty  in  gain- 
ing additional  honors  anti  in  siipj-ilenienting  their  scholarship  so 
as  to  be  up  to  the  minute. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  facult\-  members  ha\e  earned  their 
Ph.D.  degrees,  and  se\eral  are  members  ol  Phi  Ik'la  Kappa  and 
Sigma  \i.  I  he  departments  are  graduall\  being  rounded  out  b\' 
the  addition  of  more  instructors.  This  continued  growth  of  the 
facult\  in  scholarship  as  well  as  in  numbers  is  s\mbolic  of  the 
IM'ogress  anil  growth  of  the  institution  itself. 

I  he  \iew[ioint  of  other  institutions  is  alw'a\s  conduci\e  to 
better  imderstanding  aiul  a  mam-sided  consideration  ol  a  subject. 
It  Is  a  liealtln  condition,  therefore,  when  a  facult\-  of  thirt\-three 
is  composed  of  graduates  ol  twenty-six  colleges  and  uni\ersities 
representing  all  sections  of  the  countrv. 

With  the  added  con\eniences  of  new  buildings  and  the  increase 
in  facull\'  members  within  the  next  lew  \ears,  \\  esiminster  w  ill  be. 
as  now.  siuiiularh-  blessed  to  further  her  high  scholastic  standing.

Athletics  at  Westminster 

L'nlil  lliL'  season  of  1*^)2 1  athlciics  at  Westminster  were  far  from  bein,;^  faxor- 
able.  Tile  teams  were  not  cloin.i;  well,  and  the  alumni,  as  well  as  the  sludent  boilw 
were  far  from  satisfied. 

It  was  at  this  time.  December.  1*^)22.  that  a  meetinsj;  was  held  m  the  oHice  of  W. 
B.  .\lc(j()ry  in  Pittsburgh,  with  the  aim  of  creatin.g  an  interest  among  the  alimini. 
and  in  ^o  doing  to  stir  up  the  >|iiril  of  the  siui.lenl  hod\  and  the  alumni  so  that  the 
two  bodies  woulel  cooperate  and  wn.  k  lor  the  bcsi  iniere.l,  oi  athle[ic>  at  \\  e^t- 
minster. 

At  this  meeting  Dr.  Wallace  in\  iled  the  alumni  lo  form  a  committee  and  .send  it 
to  the  lioard  of  Trustees  of  tlie  college  with  the  proposition.  1  his  suggestion  was 
recei\ed  fa\'orabl\'  by  all  present,  and  a  committee  composeJ  of  Reverend  L.  K. 
Peacock,  .M.  nilmundson.  anil  W.  B.  .McCd^orx'  was  appuinteil  with  that  purpose 
in  \  iew. 

I  his  plan  was  presented  to  the  Boar^l  of  Trustees,  and  tlie  plan  along  with  t'le 
constitution  of  tlie  .Association  was  appro\ed  b\-  them.  The  plan  was  that  the 
alumni  were  to  take  o\er  exerx  lhing  pertainin  ;  lo  athletics  at  W  estminster.  I  his 
meant  that  the  .Association  would  elect  all  coaches  and  instructors  of  athletics.  ,ind 
contiol  all  the  schedules  through  the  Graduate  .Manager  of  .Athletics. 

So  it  was  after  this  that  .A.  .A.  .McDonahd  wa^  sent  to  \\  estminster  in  September 
of  B)2'5  to  act  as  Graduate  .Manager  of  .Athletics,  aiul  to  represent  the  alumni  in  the

The  Department 
of  Phvsical  Education  is  under  the  supervision  of  James  W.  Coleman  of  the  L'niver- 
sit\-  of  .Arkansas,  who  also  acts  as  track  coach.  Jack  1  lulme  of  New  Castle,  is 
swimming  instructor  as  well  as  instructor  in  wrestling,  and  Peter  Garnet  is  the  in- 
strtictoi'  m  boxing. 

In  this  coaching  staff,  W  estminster  has  a  group  of  men  v^  ho  are  looketl  up  to  bv 
both  the  student  bod\-  and  the  alumni,  ami  wonderful  results  ha\e  been  achiexed  by 
the  cooperation  of  all  the  dilTerent  groups.

In  the  season's  finale  w-ith  Wa\nm»««K)me  on  November  (i,  the  team  came 
to  life  with  a  bang  but  a  little  too  l^H  ^Krting  auspiciously  b\'  returning  the 
kick-off  to  the  40-}'ard  line,  the  home  team  had  a  couple  of  bad  breaks  immediately 
following  and  the  half  ended  14-0  Wa\nesburg.  In  the  second  half  the  team  show- 
ed the  first  signs  of  strength  shown  all  season.  The  Westminster  team  had  the 
opposition  backed  off  the  map  with  the  exception  of  a  minute  or  two  here  and  there. 
The  sally  was  late.  The  Blue  and  White's  only  score  came  from  a  drop-kick  from 
the  40-yard  line,  and  the  fracas  went  to  Waynesburg  14-3.

The  thrills  came  in  the  first  few  minutes  of  play  after  Coles'  freshmen  had  kick- 
ed ofT  to  Montgomery  's  sophomores.

\ictories  and  five  defeats  bringing  the  Blue 
and  White  passers  into  second  place  in  the 
Tri-State  Conference,  we  have  something  sub- 
stantiallv  more  than  moral  victories  to  bol- 
ster up  our  athletic  spirits.  And  among  the 
IS  games  participated  in  by  our  court  men, 
such  teams  as  .\llegheny,  conquerers  of  Pitt, 
and  Duquesne,  the  conference  title  holders, 
were  beaten. 

The  general  outlook  was  rather  pessimistic 
prior  to  the  opening  of  the  season,  and  there 
would  have  been  little  condemnation  for  both 
[■)la\er>  and  coach  if  the  team  had  not  pre- 
senteel  an  honorable  conclusion.  Since  this 
sentiment  prevailed,  it  is  the  more  noteworthy 
that  our  Westminster  Titans  attained  the 
prominence  which  the\'  did.  Even  when  they 
overwhelmed  Adrian  (College  with  a  44  to  It  score,  the  playing  was  ragged  and  far 
inferior  to  the  caliber  displa\ed  later  in  the  season.  The  Alumni,  goo(.l  in  their 
day,  but  lacking  training  and  cooperation,  were  no  foe  for  the  Varsity,  and  this 
game  went  to  the  win  side  at  46  to  16. 

From  this  the  Blue  and  White  passers  entered  into  the  stress  of  their  important 
tri-state  district  games.  After  dropping  a  38-2t  game  in  the  Geneva  cheese-box, 
w  here  the  first  line  of  our  defense  standing  finger-tip  to  (inger-tip  touched  both 
side  walls,  we  recoiled  to  strike  Alleghenv.

Horrors,  it's  Allegheny's  ball,  and  the\'  are  taking  it  down  ihc  lloor  toward  their 
basket.  The  impassable  Lewis  dashes  in — there  is  a  skirmish — and  out  he  dribbles 
with  the  ball  and  reverses  the  field.

l-ollov\'ing  this,  Bethanx'  and  St.  I-rancis  fell  before  the  sweeping  attack  of  Coach 
l.awther's  sharp-shooters.  The  scores  were  overwhelming.  LUit  it  was  the  calm 
before  the  storm,  for  the  following  three  gamos,  all  awav  from  home,  were  dis- 
astrous. Alleghenw  \\'a\nesburg,  and  Duciiiesne  successively  downed  the  West- 
minster c|uintet.  but  tiie  team  rejuxenated  enough  on  these  out-of-town  games  to 
trim  Ik'thanv  b\  a  41  to  -iO  score.  I  hen  came  the  most  important  game,  and  the 
one  which  ga\e  us  t!ie  heart-break  of  the  season.

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Inter-Class  Athletics 


F-reshman-Sophomore  baskelhall  tilts  of  the  Icllows  this  \ear  were 
exceptionally  well  contested.  The  l  re>hmcn  la\'ored  by  manv  to  win 
the  series,  started  out  well  by  winnint>  the  first  ^ame  2(>23  after  over- 
coming an  eleven  point  lead  which  their  opponents  had  gained  in  the 
first  half.  The  loss  of  this  game  was  attributed  by  the  Sophomores  to 
the  absence  of  I  lutchinson.  their  star  center,  from  the  line-up. 

Realizing  that  they  would  have  to  improve  their  play,  the  Sophs 
presented  a  stronger  line-up  for  the  second  contest  which  v.  as  held  Sat- 
urda)',  .March  12.  The  result  was  a  Sophomore  victor)'  and  the  serie> 
was  tied  at  one  all,  necessitating  that  a  third  game  be  plaved  to  decide 
the  winner.  I  he  "1-rosh"  failed  to  play  up  to  expectations  in  this  con- 
test and  the  Sophs  won  easily  25-15. 

The  deciding  tilt  of  the  series  was  taken  b\  the  Sophs  also,  w  hti  were 
fax'ored  to  win  after  their  line  showing  in  the  second  game.  The  final 
score  was  27-17,  with  the  \  earlings  trailing  at  the  half  on  the  short  end 
of  a  1t-t  count.  .Numerous  substitutions  were  tried  bv  both  teams  in 
this  contest  w  ithout  any  apparent  affect  on  the  outcome.

In  1884,  forty-three  years  ago,  the  "llolcad".  the  oft'icial  student  publication  of 
Westminster,  first  made  its  appearance  on  the  campus.  It  was  originally  designed 
1()  be  a  dislincth  lilerar\'  journal,  and  the  staff  was  chosen  b\'  the  facult\'  on  the 
basis  of  the  literar\'  merits  of  the  students.  The  first  "llolcad"  contained  original 
poems,  prize  essax  s,  orations,  the  \  aledictor\'  and  salutatory  addresses,  stories  ol 
adventure,  and  an  extensive  alumni  deparlmeni,  including  travel  notes  by  dis- 
tin.i^uished  alumni.  The  "llolcad"  was  first  puhlished  in  magazine  torm,  anil  was 
issued  every  two  weeks. 

The  name  "llolcad"  was  chosen  b\'  the  students  who  were  then  studsing 
Xenopiieii's  "Anabasis",  the  word  being  of  Greek  origin,  meaning  "a  ship  of  bur- 
ilen".  The  dut\'  of  the  "llolcad"  was  to  bear  the  burden  of  carrying  the  news  of 
Westminster  to  the  students  and  the  world  at  large. 

Todav'  the  publication  is  greath'  improved  over  the  original  magazine.  Due 
to  the  i^rowlh  of  the  paper  the  staff  has  been  increased  to  meet  the  demands.  In 
order  to  compete  with  modern  journalism,  it  has  been  changed  to  newspaper  lorm. 
lOehu'  it  contains  school  news,  student  editori.Us,  jokes,  alumni  notes,  inter- 
collegiates.  and  athk'tic  reports,  and  it  is  now  published  once  a  week.  W  ith  the 
oduclion  of  the  class  in  |ournalism  umk-r  Professcjr  1\.  X.  Graham,  the  "llolcatl" 
has  noliceablv  improved  and  toda\'  ranks  amon<;  the  best  in  college  publications.

was  the  desire  of  the  stikleiits  that  the\'  mi.^ht  ha\'e  a  s\stem  ilevi;eJ 
V,  hereb\  the\  mi.ulit  ha\  e  a  position  that  would  help  the  college  to  create 
a  better  W  estminster.  The  ^'.  .M.  (  .\.  held  a  meeting,  and  Dean  l-'ree- 
man.  then  lacullx  ad\iser  of  the  ^'.  C.  A.,  suggested  that  student 
g()\ernment  shoui^l  be  the  instrument  tliat  the  stueients  had  been  seeking 
in  order  to  express  their  lo\  alt\  and  serx  ice  to  the  colle  e. 

Later  in  the  spring  of  I'M'',  alter  an  inxestigation  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  a  ma^s  meeting  was  held  when  the  students  pledged  themseUes 
to  bring  m  2(K)  new  students  m  exchange  lor  the  building  of  a  new 
g\'mnasiLun.  This  pledge  was  fullilled.  w  hich  proxeel  to  the  trustees  the 
inlegritx'  of  character,  and  the  dependabilitx'  of  the  students.  There- 
fore student  goN'ernment  was  practically  established. 

The  responsibili\  of  the  stLidents  was  conseijuentlx'  outlined,  and 
based  on  the  s\stem  which  has  been  set  up.  Students  are  allowed  open 
forums  at  which  no  facult\  members  are  [ireseiit.  I  he  students  are 
also  prix'ileged  to  call  a  forum  at  an\  lime  for  the  consi^leration  of  an\' 
sub|ect  with  the  consent  of  the  president.  .Almost  without  exception 
this  consent  has  been  gi\'en.  which  shows  that  the  machinery  for  selt- 
go\ernment  at  \\  estminster  is  enlirelv  adec|Liate  lor  its  needs. 

The  aim  of  the  student  goxernmeni  from  the  beginning  has  been  one 
to  improve  the  conditions  ol  the  college.  It  was  granted  in  order  that 
the  students  might  express  more  elTecti\el\-  their  abilitx'  to  go\ern  them- 
sehes  anil  to  discov  er  b\  this  jtrocess  new  w  a\  s  of  assisting  the  board 
of  trustees  and  facult\'  in  making  Westminster  an  inlluential  anil  useful 
ion.

1-rom  wvv  small  bejiinnin.iis.  the  May  I)a\-  Pageant 
has  grown  to  be  an  elaborate  production.  Presented  in  the  natural  ampitheater  on 
I  he  athletic  field,  the  pageants  present  a  beautiful  and  picturestjue  scene  of  brilliant 
colors  and  hues. 

I  he  pageant  this  vear  was  a  combination  of  bright  colors,  native  costumes, 
dignilieil  [lersonages,  beautiful  horses,  and  air\  lairies.  I  he  theme  was  of  C^eltic 
origin,  the  name  of  the  production  being  "The  Wooing  of  I  elta".  Two  thrones 
ilrapeil  in  white  and  jiastel  shades  sltH)d  outlined  against  the  background  of  the 
green  trees.  I  pon  the  one  sat  the  Oueen  of  1*^)2^  with  her  attendants  and  fairies 
clustered  about  her.  I  pon  the  other  sat  the  (Jueen  of  I'^id  with  attendants 
grouped  about  her.  The  stor\'  of  the  piageant  was  presented  in  four  episodes:

The  author  of  the  production  was  Isabel  .Mc( jjnas^ha,  a  member  of  the  slULlent 
body  of  Westminster.

!i\  it\'.  ideachers.  erected  to  pro\  ide  necesscUW  seating  arr<mgemenls.  are  always 
packed  to  the  utmost  hv  lo\al  supporteis  ol  the  sciiool.  In  the  presentation  ol  a 
.Ma\'  day  pageant  it  has  been  generalU'  agieed  that  Westminster  has  outshone 
neighboring  colleges.

At  about  T :  ^0  on  .MonJa\  morning,  januarx'  24,  U'27.  lire  w  as  disco\  ered  in  the 
main  oliicc  oi  \hu  colk'ij,c  h\  ihe  nij^ht  watchman.  Thomas  \\  herrv.    Me  summoned 
ht  l[i,  while  another  emph)\ee,  Robert  lleckalhorn.  ran,;;  th.'  bell  in  "Old  Main" — 
e  last  time  liial  il  was  destined  to  rin.u. 
Students,  lacultv  members,  and  townspeople  were  soon  on  the  scene;  and  what 
acilities  theie  weie  on  hand  were  immediately  used  to  stop  the  spreail  ol  the  tlames. 
Meanwhile,  .\ew  Castle  and  Sharon  lire  departments   had   been   telephoned,  and 
were  on  their  wav  to  lend  aid.

Lkit  all  thought  had  not  centered  in  the  lire  during  the  early  hours.  Word  had 
been  passed  around  among  the  students  that  there  would  be  a  chapel  meeting  in  the 
I  nited  Pre:  b\  terian  church  at  8:  30. 

Here,  in  regular  lorum.  after  the  opening  Llevotionals,  the  student  bodv  resolved 
tocarr\'on;  to  coiiperate  w  ith  facultw  alumni,  ani.1  trustees  in  the  rebuilding  of 
"Old  Main". 

During  the  student  forum  meeting,  the  faciilt\'  met  in  an  adjoining  room  to 
deci(.!e  the  order  of  the  daw  With  little  or  no  confusion  am.!  with  no  uncertaint>', 
the  professors  \oted  to  resume  activities  the  following  morning. 

r>\-  '-^  o'clock,  when  the  students  filed  out  of  chapel,  nothing  remained,  of  "Old 
.Main"  but  the  charred  walls. 

Announcements  concerning  the  time  and  place  for  the  various  examinations 
weie  mai'e  after  the  faculty,  in  another  session  that  same  afternoon,  had  drawn  up 
a  'chedule  The  next  morning  at  8:^0.  the  entire  student  body  assembled  for 
chapel.  1  leie  the  announcements  were  made  concerning  examinations,  and  bv  0 
o'clock,  liist  semester  examinations  were  uniler  wa\' — onl\'  one  day  late  despite  the 
lire.
